main ſundry apparences, asſtones gotten bearing inſcrip- 
tions, containing teſtimonies of ſafegard receined of TH-' 
bunes and Centwrions,or elſe of their Sepulchers. And ſceing 
that from the Wall of eAdrims,to this wal of Severns(as the 
grounds of both do withes) #tis litfle lefle than an hnn- 
dreth myles, the ignorance ofthem that have written the 
Engliſh matters, was either great, not ynderfſtanding the 
Larin writers who intreated of them, or els theiroverſight 
that ſo confuſedly hatidted that, which wasfo clearly writ-- 
ten, Howſocuer the matter be, if they be not worthie to 
be reprooued for this their deede, atleaſt, Ithimke them 
worthie to beſlightly admonzhed thereof; Specially, for 
that, of the records foreſaids, and of the Hiſtoric of Be- 
dathe Engliſh-writer; it is certame , that there was fome- 
time the Bordour betwixt the Britrones and the Scottes. 
They that tell that Camelote ſtood heere , alledge alfo that 
this Chappell before mentioned, was the temple of Clax--

diſtant from this place, if tructh may bee giuen to Prole- 
wers,or Itimerarines Antonini. And Cornelins Tacitus, maketh 
thiserrour with the reſte of their whole narratiue moſte 
knowne; chieflic in that he writcth, that the Romaines af- 
cer they had loſtCamelor, fled for their owne preſeruation 
to the temple of Claudin Ceſar. And ( whether this Chap- 
pel was the temple of Terminus, or an monument of any o- 
ther thing wanting adore, whereof preſentlye itharh nei. 
ther ſigne or token, being the height of a ſtones caſt) yer it 
culd neuer couer ten armed men of war,or ſcarcely contain 
ſo many within the walles therof.Beſids this, after Clandrus 
Ceſars iourney,almoſt 40.yeares, /xlius Agricolawas,the firſt 
Romaine that euer entered in thoſe partes. Alſo was it not 
50.yearesafter Agricola, that Adriamus made a wall betwixt 
Tyneand Esk, to bethe bordour of the Romain Prouince, 
whereotto this preſent, in diverſe places,ſignes do remain. 
| Septimins Severus abour the yeare of God 210.entered into 
Britannic,and beyond this bordour,appointed by eAdries 
100, myles, hee made a wall from the firth of Clyde, to 
' the mouth of Even, where it entereth into Forth . Of this 
wall,cyen atthis day, there is manic and cleare demonſtra« 
tions. Morecouer, wee neuer finde in the auncicnt-monu- 
mentes, that Camelodonum, was the chief ſcate of the Pi- 
ghts: but that their Regall ſeate was in Abirnethie, as alſo 
the Mctropolitane ſeat of their Biſhop: which afterwardes 
was tranſported to SanQandrewes.It it wer inquyred, what 
moued the Romains to bring a Colonic there, or how they 
ſuſtained the ſame in ſo barraine a ground; and, as thinges 
were at that tyme, wyldand ynmanured,and ſubje& to the 
daylic injuries of moſt cruell enemies: they wil as I ſuppoſe 
anſwere, ( forT cannot ſee what other thing they can lay) 
that they turniſhed it by ſea, what tyme ſhips vicd to paſſe 
yp Carron, even to the towne wall. If this were true, of ne- 
ceſsitic the ground of both the banks of Forth,was then 0- 
uerflowed by the great Occean,and ſo was barren, and yet 
now,that is the onlie ground that is ſuppoſed to be plenti- 
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ſomewhat more difficill.- If both the banks of Forth, were' 
drowned with ſalt water,why ended nottheRomains their 
wall rather at thar parte, than with ſuperfluous labours,to 
draw it further in length by manic myles. Beyond Striut- | 
1ing-ſhyre,lyeth the Lennox, deuided from the Barrony 
of Renfrew, by Clyde: from Glaſgow, by the water of Hel- 
vin: from Striuiling-ſhyre, by hilles: from Teth, by Forth: 
&thenends in the hills of Grangebean;at the foot wherof, 
Loch-lomond runs down a low valley,24.myles of length, 
and 8.of bredh, haning moe then 24. Iflands within the' 
ſame. This Loch, beſides aboundance of other fiſhes, hath 
an kinde of fiſhe of the owne, named Pollac, veric pleaſant 
rocat. The water of Levin, runneth-out-of Loch-lomond: 
ſouthward, which water hath given the name ro the coun- 
trie, Leyen enrereth into Clyde, neare to the Caſtell of 
Dumbarton, and towne of the ſame name. The weſtmoſt of 
the hills of Grangebean, make the bordor of the Lennox.

This Coyall, Argyle, ( or rather, Ergyle) 
and Knapdaill, are deuyded in manie parts, by manie nar- 
row creeks, that runneth out of the firth of Clyde into the, 
whereof there is ane moſt notable, named Loch<fyne,from 
the water of Finne that runneth into it. This loch is three- 
ſcore myles of length. In Knapdaill, is Loch-haw, and 
therein an lytle Iſland, with a ſtrong Caſtell. The water of 
Aw runneth out of this loch, & is the onlie water of al that 
countrie,that doth run into the Dexcalidon ſea.North-welſt 
from Knapdaill, doth ly Kentyir,(the head of the countrie 
ouer againſt Ireland,) fro which it is deuyded by alitle ſea. 
Kyntyir is more long then broad, joyning to Knapdaill by 
ſo narrow a throare, that itis ſcarce one myle in bredth, 8

They call them Weſt, that ly 1n the Deucalidon 
ſea, from Ireland almoſte ro Orknay, vpon the Weſt ſide 
of Scotland. They thar either in our Fathers daies or ours, 
haue wricten "= thing of Brittain, cal theſe yles Hebrides, 
(anew name indeed) whereof they bring neither ground 
nor cuidence from the auncient writers. Some writers 
haue placede/£bnde,eo/Emode or Acmode,in that part of that 
ſea: bat ſo diuerſlie, that they ſcarcelie ageree, either in 
the nomber, the lituation, or names. Strebo,'(to begin at 
him as moſte auncient) perchance may bee pardoned, for 
tharin his tyme, that part of the world was not ſufficient- 
lieexplored, and hee therefore have but followed the vn- 
certaine brute. Melareckoneth ſeauen e/Emede; HMartia- 
ras Capella als many Acmode,Prolomens and Solinu five e/E- 
bude, Plinins (eauen Acmode;and thirtie e/-£bnde. Wee will 
retaine the name that is moſte frequent and common a- 
mongſtthe auncients,and call all the Weſt yles /£bude, & 
ſhew their fituation, the nature of euerie one of them,and 
commodities thereof, out of recent authours, that haue 
latelie written, as moſt certaine.

high and wild mountaines, it is manured onely vpon the: 


ſea ſide. Where the ground is loweſt, the ſea runnes in,and 
makesan well large creeke into it: The entries wherof, is 
cloſed by the Yland Molar, the hilles riſing on all fides,and 
breaking the rage of the windes,in ſuch forr,that within is 
a very ſure hanen for ſhippes , andin the warers which are 
alwaies calme,ſuch abundance of fiſh,thar if there be more 
taken,then the cuntrie people think ſhould ſerue them for 
a day, they caſtthemin againe into the ſea, asirwereina 
tank. Not far from Arravze,lies the litle Yle Flads,fertill 
of Coneis: Farther 1n it, is ſiruatethe Yle of Bate, within the 
firth of Clyde, eight myles of leng th, and foure in bredth, 
Diſtant from eArras as is ſaid, eight myles South. caſt,and. 
from Argyle ſouth-weſt, licle more than halfe a myle from 
Cunnynghame, which lies byeaft it fix myles: It 1s a lowe

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Cuntric commodiousynough for corne and ſtore: In it;is 

2 r6wne of the ſame name, and therein is the old Caſtell of 
 BEPRRS Roſa. There is another Caſtell in the middeſt of ir, named 
ent Caſtle, Cames,1n their qwne language, in greeke Kamcos : thatis, 
yery crooked. The Yie CHernoce,a myle ot length,and half 
a myle of bredth, lies lowe Sourh-weſtward, well manured 
and fertill for the quantitie. Within the firth of Clyde, lics 
little Cambre,and great Cambra, not farrediſtant one from 
another: great Cembra is fertill of cornes,and little Cambre 
of fallow Decre. From ghe Mule of Kyntyre Littia, more 
than a myle,is Porticoſa avens, getting thatname from the 
creeke of Falter,that kept the Danes Navie there, at what 
time they had the Yles 1n their hands. From the ſame Mule 
North-welſt, over againſt the coaſt of Ireland, lies Rachuds, 
and from Kyntyre foure myles, the little Yle (ar«ia; and 
not farre from thence Gigaze, ſix myles of length, & a myle 
and an halfe of bredth, 12. myles from Gigais lics [vre,24. 
myles of length. The ſhore fide of ra, is well manured, 8& 
the inward part of the cuntric is cledde with wood,full of 
Deere of ſundric kindes. Some think that this Yle was na- 
med of olde Dera, which word in the Gothik toung,ſignt= 
fies a Deer. Two myles. fro [vra lies Scarba,in length from 
the Eaſt to the Welt, foure myles, and a mylein bredth; in 
fewe places occupied. The tyde of the ſea betwixt this Yle 
and [vrais ſo violent, that it1s not poſsible to paſſe it, ci- 
ther by ſayle or ayre,excepr at certaine times: Arthe back 
of this Yle,are many vnworthy little ylands ſcartered here 
and there.

Whenas the Engliſh-men had taken 
Exbonia,and therein the auncient ſeat of the Biſhops ofthe 
yles: They placed their ſear in to the old Cloiſter of Sarit- 
colme.;There is as yet remaining amongſt the olde Ruines, 
2 buriall place, or Church-yard, common to all the Noble 
families of the welſt-yles, wherein there are three Tombes, 
higher than the reſt,diſtant every one from another a lirtle 
ſpace,and three litle houſes ſituared ro the Eaſt, builded ſe- 
verally ypon the three Tumbes: ypon the weſt parts where- 
of,there are {tones graven,expreſsing whoſe Tumbes theſe 
were which ſtands in the midi}, bearing this title: The rombe 
of the Kings of Scotland: It is ſaide there were 48. Kings of 
Scotland bucicd there, The Tombe ypon the right wu, 
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hath rhis inſcription: The tombe of the Kmge of treland. Tris x, of 
recorded, that there were foure Kinges of Ireland buried Ireland. 
there. It, that is vpon the left fide; hath this inſcription. 
T be tombes of the Kmgs of Norway : The reportis, that there Kings of 
were cight kings ot that Nation buried there. The notable Norway, 
houſes of the yles, hath their trombes in the reſt of the 
Church-yard, every one ſeyerally by themſclues. There are 
about this yland & neere vnto ir,ſixlitle ylads,not vnfrut- 
full , given by the auncienr Kings of Scotland, and gouer- 
nours of the yles to the Abbey of Saint- Colme. Sea, an very 
profitable ground for ſheepe, albeit the chief commoditie 
, of ir,conſiſts in ſea-fowles that build therein, ſpeciallic of 
theiregges, Next vnto it,is the yle of Wemen. Then 
»a, Neare vnto it, Bervire: and from that Skennia,halte an 
myle diſtant from the cle. It hath an Prieſt of the owne, 
bur the moſte parte of the Pariſhioners dwell in Jwle. The 
ſea ſides of it, aboundeth in Connies. Fiue myles hence 
lyeth Eroſa: all theſc yles,are ſubjeRt to the Monkes of S. 
Colmes Abbay. Two myles from Eroſa, lyeth Vilza five 
myles of length, frutefull for the quantitie of cornes and 
ſtore. It hath a commodious hauen for Galleis or boats. 
Vpon the ſouth ſyde of it, lyeth Tolvanſa,the ground wher- 
of, is not vnfruteful. There is a woode of Nute-treis 1n it, 
About 300, paces from this vland, lyeth Gomatra, z.myles 
long, & one myle broad, extended from the North to the 
South. From Gomatrs 4. myles ſouthward, lyes 2. Staffe, 
the one and the other ful of Hauening places. Four myles_ 
South-eaſt from Steffa, ly 2. ylands named Kerimbwrge, the

Rot great of bodie.In that part alſo ofthe yland,is awatecr, 
well ttored of Salmond fiſhes. Vpon the North-ſide of it, It 
is very well manured ypon the {ca fide. There is in it foure 
Churches,one Caſtle, feaven great running waters, and 
_ T2, lefle, all for their quantities plentifull of Salmond fiſh. 
The fea enters within the land in diuers partsof the yland, 
making ſundrie ſalt-water Loches, all plentifull of hering. 
Therets in it, great commaditie of ſheepe, which feede at 
their pleaſure vpon the hadder, and amongſt the buſhes & 
craigs. The inhabitants gather them together every yeare 
once,cither within ſome narrow roome,orels within ſome. 
faik foldes, and there conforme to the auncienr cuſtome 
of the cuntrie,they pluck off the wooll of them. The moſt 
partof the Hie-land hereof,is moory ground: the ſuperfice 
whereof, is black, congealed togither by long progreſle of 
time,of Moſſe and rotten wood, to therhicknes of a foote 
or thereabours: The vpper ſcruffe iscaſten in long thicke 
rturffes, dried at the ſunne, and ſo woone to make fire off, 
and burnt in ſteed of wood: The next year after,they muck 
the bare ground,(where the ſcruffe was taken away) with 
ſea ware,aud ſowes barly ypon it. In this yland is ſuch a- 
boundance of Whailes taken, that(as aged men reporte) 
the Preiſts will get of ſmal and great together, 27. Whails 
for their tenth. There is alſo in ts yland, agreatCaue, 
wherein the ſea ata lowe water abides two faddome high, 
and at afull ſea, iris more than foure faddome deepe.Peo- 
ple of all ſortes and ages ſit 'ypon the rockes thereof, with 
hoock and4yne, taking innumerable multitude of all kind 


of fiſhes. South-caſt from Lewes,almoſt threcicore ——_ 
3 - there 
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. and feathers thereof. In that Yland is ſeencea rare kind of 


"be delerivieeu 8f the Ties Of Sehtinnd.. 
there is alitle Yland lowe & plaine, well manured, named 
Rowe,the inhabitants thereohare rude men,& almoſt with 
our religion. The Lord of the ground limits certaine 5ume 
berof houſholdsto occupie ir, appointing for every hou(- 
hold, few or many ſheep, according to his pleaſure, where. 
on they may cafily line and pay him his rent. Whatſocuer 
reſts atthe years end, more than their neceflary (ſuſtentatis 
they ſend the ſame yearly to Lewis to their maſter, The rene 
for the moſt part which they pay,is barlic meale, ſewed vp 


_ In ſheep skinnes in greatquantitie, (amongſt them growes 


no ſtore of any vther kind of graine) Mutton, and ſo many 
ſea-fowls dried at the Sun, as they theſelues leaue vneaten 
art the years end,ar fentto their Maſter:And in cace,at any 
time, the number of perſons increaſe in their houſes: They 

iveall thatexcecd the ordinary number to their Maiſter, 


A happy bo that in my opinion, they ar the only people in the world 
People, that want nothing, but hath all things for themſelues ina- 


dance,yncorrupt with lecheric or ayarice, and arc in- 
dued with innocencie and quietnes of minde(which other 
people with y_ erayell ſeck out by the inſtitutions and 
precepts of Philoſophie) purchaſt to them by ignorance of 
vice, ſo that they appeare to want nothing of the higheſt 
felicitie that may be; except onely, that they are ignorant 
of the commoditie of their own condition. There is in this 
Yland,a Chappel, dedicated to Saint Rees: whercin(as a- 
ged men report)there is alwaies a ſpade, wherewith,when 
as any is dead, they find the place of his graue marked, In 
it be{ides divers kindes of filhings, there is many Whailes 
taken. Sixteen myles Weſt from this Yiand. lies Swilkeraie, 
2a myleinlength , but in it growes no kinde of hearbe, no 
not ſo muchas hadder: There is onely black craiggie hills 
mn ir,8 ſome of them covered with black moſſc. Sca-fowls 
lay their egges in ſundrie places thereof, and hatchesgwhen 
they are neere their flicht,the inhabitants of Leogus , next 
neighbours vnto it ſaill thither, and remaine thereeight 
daies or thercabour,to take and gather the fowles, dryin 
them art the wind, & loads their boats with the dried fle 


fowle. 
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 lightfether like vnto Down, wherinis no kind of hardnes 
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fowle,ynknowne to other ci Coles, little lefle, 
in quantitie than a Gooſe. Theſe fowles come there every 
yearc in the ſpring time; hatches and neriſhes their young, 
ones,tillchey bec able to line by themſclues.. Abour that: 
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naked of all their bodie, and then 
che ſca, and are never ſcene againetull

farther is notable in them, their feathers haue no ialke, as

| Nowe follow the Yles of Orkaqp, lying ſcattered, partly, 
in the Dexcaliden (ca, partly,in the Germane ſeas, towardes 
the North partes of Scartand. Theauncientwriters,and the 
late writers, both agree ſufficientlie vpon their name, bug 
yet never man(ſo farre as I knowe) hath giuen any reaſon 
of the ſame, neither yet is it ſufficiently knowne, who were 
the firſt poſſefſors thereof. All men notwithſtanding, al» 
ledge their originall ro be from Germanie , But of which 
Cuntry they are diſcended, none hath exprefſed.. Vnlcſle 
weliſt to conjeRure from their ſpeech they ſomtime ſpalke, 
and yet ſpeake the auncient language of the Gotbes, Some 
are of opinion, that they were Pights, chiefly perſwaded 
herevnto, through their devifion by theſca named Perth, 
and Firth from Caithnes, who likewiſe ſuppoſe, that the 
Pights were of their original Saxons, mooved hereunto by 
the verſe of Clawdien,taken out of his 7. Pavegerich, 
CMaaduerunt Saxone fuſo 
Orcades ,incaluit piterum ſaugume Thale 
Scotorum cumnlo: flevit glacialss Terne. 
But theſe mens crrors a eaſily confured, partly by 
Beda,an Engliſh Saxon himſelfe: Who affirmes,that God 
was praiſed in ſeuen ſundrie languages, amongſt rhe Brit» 
tones, and thar the Pighrs language was one © chem,may 
well appeare. For, ifthat at that time the Pights had ſpo- 
ken Saxon (which was then the vncorrupred ſpeech of the 
Engliſh-men) hewold haue made no deviſion berwixtthe 
Saxon, and Pights language ; and partly alſo confured by

Claudian himſclfe,wbo in the very ſame verſes,d iſertly no- 
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teth the Pights a ſeveral people trom the Saxons;attirming 
the cuntric of the owne nation to be Ork»ay, and the cun- 


try of the other Thule: from which.cuntrie ſoever they bee 


deſcendedjat this day,their language differs both from the 


. Scorriſh and Engliſh roungs, but not much divers from the 
Gothes. The common people to this day,are very carctull 
to keepe the auncient frugalitic of their Predeceflors, and 


in tharreſpea, they continue in good health for the moſt 

art, both in minde and body, ſo that fewe die of fickneſle, 

ut all forage. The gnorance of Delicacie, is more profi- 
table to them, for preſervation of their health , than the 
Artof medicine, & diligence of Mediciners is to others. 
The {ame their frugaliric; is a great helpe to their bewtie 8 
quantirie of ſtature. There 1s ſmall increaſe of Cornes a- 
monglt them, except of Oates and Barlie, whereof they 
make both bread and drink. They haue ſufficient ſtore of 
quick goods, Neat,ſhcepe, and Goats, and thereby great 
#909 na of Milk,Cheeſe,and Butter. They haue innumera« 

le ſea fowles: whereof, and of fiſh, for the molt part , they 
make their common.foode. There is no venemous beaſt in 
Orknay, nor none that is cuill fayoured tolook ypon. They 
hancfizele Nagges,little worth in appearance, but more 
able and metrtelled for any rurne than men can belecue, 
There is no kind of tree, no not ſo muchas a ſprigg in Ork- 
#47,cxcept hadder: The cauſc hereof, is not ſo much in the 
ayre and ground: asin the {loth of the inhabiranrs. This 
may beecafilie prooned by rootes of trees thar are taken 
our of the ground in ſundrie partes of the Yle. When wine 
comes there in ſhippes forth of ſtrange cuntries, they gre- 
dely ſwallow it,till they bee drunken. They haucan olde 
Cuppe amongſtthem, which (to the effeR their drunken- 
nefſe may haue their greter authoritie) they ſay, did apper- 
raine to Saint Magnes,the firſt man that brought the Chri- 
ſtian Religion into that cuntrie, This cuppe exceeds farre 
the common quantritie of other cuppes, ſo as ir appears to 
haue bene kept fince the banquet of the Lapsthes.By it they 


that 
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that drinks out the whole cuppeat one draucht, (which is 
ſeldome ſeene)is by them exrolled to the skyes,for hereof 
© as from a blyth preſage, they conceiue with them(clues, in- 
_ creaſe intheir goodsthe yeares following: Hereypon, wee 
may eaſilie conjeRure, that the frugalitic whereof I ſpake, 
proceeded not ſo much from reaſon and care to be frugal, 
as from povertie & ſcarcitie. And the ſame neceſsitie (that 
was Mother of this frugalitic atthe beginning ) kept her 
daughter long atter amongſt the ofspring of that Yle, till 
ſuch time, as the cuntries lying neere vnto it (Luxugic in» 
creaſing)being corrupted, the auncient diſcipline by little 
and little deformed, they likewiſe gaue themſclues to de- 
ceitfull pleaſures. Their rraffique alſo with-Pirats, was a 
you ſpurre ro the decay of their temperancie. The Pyrats 
caring to frequent the company of tbens,that dwelt in the 
- continent Land,got freſh water forth of the Yles: made ex- 
change with the inhabirants thereof, giuing them wines, 
and other ſlicht Marchandiſe for freſh rivers,or taking the 
ſame ypon ſlight prices from the people, who being aſmal 
number without armes, and lying ſo wide one from ano 
therin a tempeſteous ſa, ſtaying &impeding their incur. 
rence for mutuall defence, and finding themſelues vnable 
to withſtand thoſe Pyrats, conſidering alſo their owne ſe- 
curitie; joyned with advantage and pleaſure, were conten- 
ted not altogither againſt their willes to receine them. Ae 
leaſt, they opponed notthemſclues direRly vnto them. 
The contagion of manners, began not inthe ſimple peo- 
ple, but ir did both begin and continuedin the wealthie- 
men, and Prieſtes. For the common ſort atthis day, 


ſome remembrance of their accuſtomed moderation, The Dange- _ 
Orkenay ſea,is ſo tempeſtuous and raging, not onlie 1n ref. 70us Scan, 


ped of the violent windes, and aſpect of the heauens; but 
alſo in conſideration of the contrarious tydes, running 
head-long together from the Weſt Occean , that the Vel- 
ſhels, (comming in anie ſtrait berwixt two lands) can net- 
ther by ſile nor ore, once releeue themſclues of raging 
tydes, and whirling waues of the (eas. If avie dar approch 


the ſtrait, they are cither violentlie brought back ir" 
hppa . . 
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ſea by the rage thereof, broken ypon rocks, and driuen yp. 
pon SG orelſe by theſworle of the ſeas, ſunke in 7 
waues thereof. Theſe ſtraits may be paſicd at two tymes of 
the ryde, when the wether is caime, cither at a dead neep, 
or at a full ſea. Ar theſe times, the great Occean,offended 
with contentious tydes (whole force rayſed hudge contra- 
rie waues) ſounds (as it were) the retreat in ſuch ſort, that 
the ſurges ofthe ſeas, of before raging, returne againeto 
their owne __ Writers aggree not vpon the nomber 
_ of chaſe Yles of Orkenay. Plinine fayes, there be 40. Yles 
ofthem . Others thinke there is but zo. or thereabour. 
Pani Orofſues accompring them to be 33.innomber, jud- 
peth the narreſt che rruth: of theſe there be 13. inhabited. 
the remanent are reſcrued for nouriſhing of Cattell.There 
are alſo ſome little Ylandes amongeſt them, of ſo narrowe 
boundes, thar ſcarcelic, ( albeit they werelaboured) are 
able ro ſuſteene one or two labourers. Others are but ci- 
ther hard cragpes bare, orclſe cragges couered with rot- 
ten Mofle. The greateſt of the Orkeney ylands , is named by 
manie of the auncients Powers. Artthis day,it is called the 
firmeland,for that it is of greater quantitie, than any of 
the reſt: It is 30. myles of length , ſufficiently inbabited, 
A Ithath 12. cuntrie Pariſh Churches, and one towne na- 
entand med by the Danes (to whoſe juriſdidion theſe ylandes 
new nane were ſometime ſubjeR) Cracomace, but nowe the name 
of the beeing corrupt, It is called in Scottes Kirkwas. In this 
chicfeſt rowne, there are two litle Towers builded, not far the one 
Ones, fromtheother, oneofthem appertaines to the King, the 
7* othertothe Biſhop. Berwixt theſe two Towers, ſtands one 
Church, very magnifick for ſuch a Cuntrie : Betwixt this 
Church &the Towers oneither fide, are ſundry buildings, 
which the inhabitants name the Kings towne, and the Bt- 
ſhops towne. The whole yland runs out in Promontories, - 
or heades,betwixrt which the ſea runnes in,and makes ſure 
havens for ſhippes and harbours for boars, In ſix ſundrie 
x4 pi places ofthis Yle , there is Mynes of as good Leade and 
Tyane, Tynne,as is to be found in any part of Britrane. This yland 
_*  bsdiſtantfrom(anbver,24.myles or RN oe 0 
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_ Tathis'yland hey fay,Saint Afagnar is baried.Next vato ir, = 
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thence by the Pights ſea, of whoſe nature we haue alreddy 
ſpoken. In this ſea are divers Ylandes ſcattered heere and 
there,of whome Stroma for the quantiric, lying four myles 
from Cairhwes is one,and that not ynfrutefull, but becauſe 
itlics ſo neereto the continent landof Brirtaine, and thar 
the Erles of Caithres haue alwaics bene Maſters and Lords | 
thereof, it is not accompted amongſt the Yles of Orkxep. 
From this Yland Northward,lies South, Rane/ſay, which is 
diſtant from Dancan-bey (or rather Dunachis-bey) ſixteene 
myles, and may bee ſailed with tyde, although there be no 

wind,in the ſpace of two houres, the courfeof that ſeais ſo 
ychement. Rexneſey, is five myles long,and hath a commo 
dious hauen,named after Saint Margeret. From it,ſome- 
what Eaſtward, there lies two little vnoccupied Ylandes, 
meet for paſtoring of cattell, called by the Ork»4y-men, in 
their original language Holmes;thart is,plain x99-77/ ground 
ypon water ſides. Toward the North, lies Burr; Weſtward 
lye three Ylands,every one of them beſides an other, Sans, 
Flats, and Fara, and beyonde them Hois,and Falls, which 
ſome men thinks but one Yland, & others eſteeme it two: 
for thar at the time of the EquinoRialles, the ſpring tydes 
are very great,and high, and at the dead Neap, the rats 
are bare,joyning them togither at one ſtraight throat,ma- 
king one Yland of both: yet when the tyde rurnes & filles 
the ſtraight againe,theyappeareto be two Ylands.In theſe 
Yles arc the higheſt hilles thatareinall Orkney. Hoisand 
Falles are ten myles of length, diſtant from Revelſay cight 
myles,and more than 20. myles from Denkjrkin Caithues. 
By North it,is the Yle Grai/a,fituate in a narrow firth be- 
ewixt Caithnes and Pomona. The weltſide of Pomone, lookes 
to the Welſt-ſea direRly: Into the which, ſo far as men may 
ſee, there is neither Yland nor Craig. From the Eaſt poine 
of Pomona lies {obeſa,and ypon the North-ſide,itis almoſt 
invironed by the Yles adjacent therevnto. S/apinſe,turning 
ſomewhat Eaſt,lics two myles from Krkwas even over a- 
gainſt it,ſix myles of length. Righe weſt from S:9pinſe , are 
the two litle ylands,Garſ« and Eglsa,four myles of length, 
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and ſomewhar neerer the continent land,is Rufz, 4. myles 

of length, and three myles of bredth in fome places , well 
_ peopled:; A little weſt-ward,lies the little Yland Broca. Bc» 
fides all theſe Yles, there is another band of Yles lying to 
the North,the Eaſt-moſt whereof, is Stronza, and nextit, 
Liga, five myles of length,and two of bredth. Then ſundry 
Ylands named Holmes. Then Haa fiue myles of length, and 
two of bredth. By Eaſt it, lies Fara, and North from Fara, 
Waſtra, running our into the ſea in many heades, and pro- 
montories, Aboue Srronza,at the Eaſt end of Erhazlies San- 
da North-ward, 10. myles of length, & 4.0t bredth, where 
it is broadeſt. Swrd4 is molt fertil of Cornes,of al the Ylands 
of Orknay,but it hath no kindeoffyre within it ſelte,ſo the 
indwellers are compelled, romake exchange of their Vice 
eualles for Peitts (a kinde of black Moſſe, whereof, almoſt 
all the North-parrtes of Scotland, make their fyre)with 
their Neighbors the Erhanir.Beyond Sands lies North, Rane 
nalſaa, two myles of length, and two of bredth. No man 
may paſſe ir, butin the middeſt of Sommer,ana that, what 
rime the ſea is very calme. Vpon the South-fide of Pomons, 
lies Rsſa,ſix myles of length, and from it Eaſt-ward Egl:ſa, 
wherein as 1s reported, Saint CAMagnwr is buried. From 
' EgliſaSouth,Yeragerſa, and not farre from it, Weſtraa: From 
which Hethlandi,is diſtant 80, myles, and Papsſtronza lics 
80, myles from Hethland: In the midway betwixt,lics Fare; 
that is che faire Yland, ſtanding in the ſight of Ork»4y, and 
Hethland both! It riſeth in 3. high promontories or heads, 
and ſhore craig round abour, without any kinde of entres, 
except at the Sourh-caſt, where it growes a little lower, 
making there a ſure harborow for ſmal boats. The indwel- 
' ters thereof are very poore: For the fiſhers that come out 
of England, Holland, & other cuntries,neer vnto the great 
Occean,yearly to fith in theſe ſeas: In their paſsing by this 
Yland,they ſpoile, reife,and rake away at their pleaſures, 
whatſoever they find init.Next vnto hs Yland,is the gre- 
teſt Yle of al Herblend, which in reſpe& of the quanritie,the 
indwellers name the Mane-land, 16.myles of length.There 


is ſundry promontoris or heads in it;amongſt which,there 
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is only 2.to make accompr of. The one long ind ſrlal,rnns 
North. The other broader as in ſome parts 16. myles,rhng 
North-eaſt: It is inhabited for the moſtpartyponthe ſex 
coaſt. Within-the cuntry there is no kindof quick beaſt,ex- 
cept the fowle fleeing, Of late the labourers attempred to 
manure farther within the cuntry than their predeceſſors 
were accuſtomed to do, but they reported ſmall adyantage

In the Sonth of Scotland, ſpecially in the Cuntries adja- 
centto England. There is a Dog of marvelous nature, cal.

whether Horſe, ſheep, or Neat: immediatly,hee addreſſerh 
= bhim{ſuthly to theſenr, and followeth with great impetuoe 

==: - fitic,through al kind of ground and water, by as many am- 
=-bages as the theenes haue vſcd, til he attaine to their place 
Lofrefidence: By the benefic ofthe which Dog , the goods 
me rccovcred. But nowe of late, he is called & anewe pos

dolinein fleuth and idlenes;and neither by chemſclaes; or

think convenient, and of ſach a great quantitie at a time; 
that he lines contented with that portion, for the ſpace of 
fourteene,fixreene, or twentie daics; and ſome of them for 
the ſpace of a Moneth. The people that do ſo feed him,do 
vic him for this intent. That they may be furniſhed with the 
| feathers of his wings, when he doth caſt them, fot the gar- 
niſhing of theirarrowes,cither when they are at warres,or 


ar hunting: for theſe feathers only do never receine raine, 


or water,as others do, but remainealwaics of a durable ce» 
ſtate and vncorruprtible. | 

In all the Moore-land,and Moſi-land of Scotland,doth 
reſort the Black Cock, a fowle of a marvelous bewtie,and 
marvelous bountie, for he is moredelecabletocatthan a 
Capon,and of a greater quanritie, cled with three ſorts of 
fleſh of divers collours,and divers taſtes, but all deleRable

In the two Rivers of Dee and Done, beſides the mar-

In Gallower. The Loch,called Loch-myrton; although ir 
be common toall freſhe waterto freeze 1n Winter, yer the 
one halfe of this Loch, doth never freeſe at any time. 
- Inthe ſhyre of /mernes: The Loch called Loch-nes, and 
the River flowing from thence into the ſea, docth never 
freeſe: But by the contrary, inthe coldeſt daies of Winter,

The Woode and Parke of Cummernauld, is repleniſhed 
with Kyne and Oxen, and thoſe at all times to this day, 
haue bene wild, and all of them of ſuch a perfe& woonder- 
full whitenes, that there was never among 21l the budge 
number there, ſo muchas:the ſmalleſt black ſpot found ta 
bevpon one of their skinnes, horne,or clooue, , 
In the Parke of Halyrud-houſe,are Foxes and Hares, of 
a woonderfull whitenes,in greatnumber, | 
- ;In Coyle, nowe called- Kyi, isa rocke, of the height of 
twelne foor,and aſtuch of bredth,called the Deafe Craig, 
For, alchough a man ſhoulde crie never ſo lowde to his 
fellowe from the one ſide to the other, hee is nothard,al- 
though hewould make the noiſe of a gunne. 
- In thecuntrie of Stratherne, a little aboue the old towne 
of thePights called Abrmrnethie: There is a maryclous Rock, 
called the Rockand ſtone, ofa reaſonable bignes, thatifa 
man will puſhit with the leaſt motion ofhis finger , it will 
moque very lightly,but if he ſhall addreſſc his whole force, 
he profits nothing, which moucs many people to be won- 
derfull merry, when they confidder ſuch contrarietie._ . ; 
In Lemvox,1$ a gtcar Lock, called Lock-lowmoud, bei ng 
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ofiength 24. myles; in bredth; 8.- myles, contlining the 


number of 3o. Yles:. Io this Lochare abſcrued three wan- 
derful-chings.One is;fiſhes'vety deleQable to cat;that baue 
no fynnes to mooue themſelues withall as other filhes do.

top whereof diſtiils water , which within ſhore time doegh 
congeale to harde ſtones, white in collour; In this Cuntrie 
are no Rotrons ſcene at any time, although the Land bee 
woonderfull fertill. . -<ilh 
' In Lethien,within two myles to Edenbargh, Southward,is 
a Well-ſpring, called, Saint Xathrens wel,which flowes per- 
petually with a kinde of blacke fatnes, aboue the water: 
whereof Duoſcorides makes mention.: This fatnes is called 
| Bitumen aquss ſupernatens. It is thought to proceede of a fat 
myne of. Coalc, which is frequent in all Lorbien, and ſpect 
ally of a ſort of coale,called vulgarly,the Parret Coale: For 
how ſoone itis laid inthe fire,iris ſo fat, and gommie, that 
it renders anexcecding great-lighr, dropping, frying,hiſ- 
ſing,and making a great noyce, with ſhedding and devi- 
ding it ſelfe in the fire;and'ofthat marvelous nature, that 
howe ſoone it is laidein aquick fire, immediately it con- 
ceiues 2 great flame, which-is not common to any other 
ſort of coale. This fatnes,is of a marvelous,vertue. That as 
the coale, whereof it proceeds, is ſudden to conceiue fire, 
and flame, ſo is thisoyle of a ſudden operation, to heale all
